MORNING APR 19 BRITISH AND FRENCH AGREED TO COSPONSOR RES 

( TEXT BELOW) AND HAVE TABLED WITH SECRETARIAT. 

RES WILL BE CIRCULATED THIS AFTERNOON. 

2. IN STRONGEST TERMS WE EXPRESSED OUR ASTONISHMENT THAT THEY 
HAD GONE THIS FAR WITHOUT FURTHER CONSULTATIONS WITH US IN VIEW 
OF THEIR KNOWLEDGE THAT RES OF THIS NATURE WAS TOTALLY 
UNACCEPTABLE TO US. WE HAD BELIEVED THAT AMB. SCALP S CON- 
VERSATIONS THIS MORNING WITH PERM REPS CROWE AND DE GUIRINGGUAD 
HAD INDICATED OUR WILLINGNESS CONTINUE DISCUSSION ON DRAET. 

NOT ONLY HAD NONE OF OUR SUGGESTIONS BEEN REFLECTED IN RES, 

BUT THEY HAD WEAKENED ONLY REDEEMING FEATURE OF THEIR EARLIER 
PAPER ( PREAMB PARA " DEEPLY DEPLORING ALL TERRORIST ACTS"). 

BRITISH AND LATER FRENCH RESPONDED THAT DECISION HAD 
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BEEN MADE. FRENCH SUGGESTED WE MIGHT ASK EOR SEPARATE VOTE 
ON PARA 4 ( ' WARNS ISRAEL THAT ' ) AND THEN ABSTAIN ON REMAINDER
